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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/15/2008 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-30 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or reasonably suggest providing a voltage signal to an anode (situated 
at a first end of an ionization region of an ion source) that comprises a voltage that 
accelerates ions of the produced ion current out of the second end of the ionization 
region (where the electron-emitting cathode is located), and that modulates between a 
first voltage above a threshold and a second voltage below the threshold. This 
limitation is present in independent claims 1,18 and 30. 

Neither Pierrejean nor Pollard can teach this limitation, because the ion sources 
used in each of these teachings direct ions in a direction other than through the cathode 
end of the electron source. This is readily apparent from Fig. 1 of Pollard, which depicts 
the ions being sent to the detector in the opposite direction of the cathode (filament), 
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and from Fig. 1 of Pierrejean, which shows that the cathode in this case is a field emitter 
array that has no opening through which ions could pass. 

U.S. Patent 6,645,301 B2 discloses an ion source that provides a voltage signal 
to the anode that accelerates ions out of the ionization region through the cathode end, 
but does not disclose modulating the anode voltage signal between a first voltage above 
a threshold and a second voltage below a threshold; instead, the anode voltage 
appears to be held constant (column 3, lines 44-46). A DC current signal that 
modulates above and below a threshold is disclosed, but this is the current provided to 
the cathode, and the threshold is the electron emission threshold (claim 13); it is not a 
voltage signal applied to the anode or configured to accelerate the ions out of the 
ionization region. 

A combination of the above patent with Pollard (which teaches a modulating 
anode voltage) would be impossible because Pollard teaches that the ionization region 
should be field-free (p.33), while U.S. Patent 6,645,301 B2 relies on ionization occurring 
in a region between an anode and a cathode with a potential difference - i.e. a region 
containing an electric field. 

Claims 2-1 7 are allowable at least by virtue of their dependence from allowable 
claim 1 , and claims 1 9-29 are allowable at least by virtue of their dependence from 
allowable claim 18.
